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THE  TOWN  HALL 

The  Brick  Store  at  the  corner  of  Newmarket-Dover-Durham  Roads  was 
built  about  1825  by  Joseph  Coe,  Durham  merchant  and  shipbuilder,  and 
son  of  Rev.  Curtis  Coe.  Its  outstanding  feature  is  its  rounded  corner. 
Dover  and  Newmarket  have  similar  buildings  built  at  this  time. 

Over  the  years  the  Brick  Store  has  had  various  uses  and  owners,  first 
as  Coe's  Variety  Store  and  later  as  Ffrost's  general  store.  The  small  room 
now  occupied  by  the  vault  served  as  post  office  during  some  of  the  vary- 
ing terms  of  the  incumbent  postmasters.  Town  meetings  were  held  in  the 
School  House  of  District  No.  1  and  in  the  WINBORN  Adams  inn,  now 
residence  of  the  Misses  Jenkins. 

The  Durham  freeholders  petitioned  "for  the  building  or  procurement 
of  a  suitable  place  for  selectmen's  room  and  for  public  meetings  of  the 
Town"  as  early  as  1826,  and  similar  articles  appear  in  the  warrant  until 
1  840.  The  next  record,  in  October  1  840,  gives  evidence  that  the  Brick 
Store  had  been  bought  by  the  Town.  A  bill  paid  to  Timothy  Bunker,  Jr. 
"to  plastering  and  whitewashing  the  Town  Hall"  appears.  Until  1840 
various  rental  bills  were  paid  to  Joseph  Coe  and  to  George  Ffrost  for 
meeting  room  and  selectmen's  room.  Considerable  renovations  were 
made  in  1853,  and  the  building  shingled  and  "mooveable  settees" 
bought  in  1  855.  Between  1  870  and  1  874  there  were  articles  to  provide 
"a  convenient  door  at  the  north  side  for  easy  access  to  the  Town  Hall" 
without  going  into  the  store.  Growth  in  population  made  it  necessary  to 
construct  a  gallery  for  fifty  people  in  1884.  The  vault  was  built  in  1888. 
Frequent  auctions  were  held  at  Town  meetings  to  procure  renters  for  the 
store.  In  1  882  room  was  sought  for  the  use  of  the  Durham  Social  Library 
Association. 

It  was  the  action  of  Dad  Henderson  which  kept  the  old  Hall  in  use  for 
one  hundred  years,  but  since  1945  the  annual  meetings  have  been  held 
in  University  buildings  and  the  auditorium  of  the  Oyster  River  Coopera- 
tive School.  The  old  Hall  and  some  office  space  have  been  rented  in 
recent  years  to  Hersey  Associates,  an  architectural  company,  but,  when 
its  present  lease  expires,  the  Town  offices  will  expand  into  the  entire 
lower  floor,  and  the  Old  Hall  will  be  used  by  the  Durham  Historic  Asso- 
ciation, Incorporated  1851.

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LECT MEN'S 
REPORT 


To  detail  the  activities  of  the  Selectmen  during  1960  would 
serve  no  particular  point.  Many  of  them  are  a  matter  of  public 
record.  Particular  problems  and  how  they  were  resolved  are 
retained  in  the  mind  of  the  individuals  who  met  with  the  Board 
on  one  or  more  occasions.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
Board  meets  regularly  each  Saturday  morning  in  the  Town 
Office  to  conduct  business  and  to  receive  any  citizen  that  wishes 
to  appear  with  any  problem,  complaint  or  constructive  sugges- 
tions. During  July  and  August  regular  meetings  were  omitted, 
however  the  Board  was  ready  to  meet  when  requested  by  appoint- 
ment. 

The  1960  budget  for  operation  of  Town  affairs  as  proposed 
by  the  Selectmen  involved  some  increase  in  the  police,  street 
lighting,  town  buildings  and  new  equipment  items.  The  over  all 
budget  was  held  to  an  increase  of  approximately  $4000  over  the 
1959  proposals.  The  police  force  was  expanded,  street  lighting 
decidedly  improved  and  the  demonstration  of  a  Sicard  Snow 
Master  snow  loader  and  blower  convinced  us  that  this  item 
should  be  purchased  for  efficient  snow  removal.  A  new  truck 
was  purchased  for  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  decision  was  made  that  the  Town  could  use  to  good 
advantage  space  in  the  Town  Building  presently  rented  to  Mr. 
Irving  Hersey.  It  was  hoped  that  this  space  would  be  available 
in  the  fall  of  1960.  Delay  in  preparation  of  new  quarters  made  it 
impossible  for  Mr.  Hersey  to  move  out  in  1960.  It  is  planned  to 
expand  the  office  space  for  use  of  town  officials  and  provide  a 
municipal  court  room  on  the  first  floor  which  will  be  available 
for  town  committee  meetings  and  public  hearings.  The  second 
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floor  will  be  made  available  to  the  Durham  Historic  Association 
for  meeting  and  museum  purposes. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  met  with  President  Johnson  of  the 
University  to  discuss  water  supply  problems.  Durham  is  vitally 
interested  in  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  a  metropolitan 
water  supply  and  is  keeping  in  touch  with  proposals  and  devel- 
opments. The  Board  is  ready  and  willing  to  discuss  mutual 
problems  of  the  Town  and  University  officials  at  any  time. 
Such  a  meeting  has  resulted  in  putting  into  operation  a  long 
standing  agreement  concerning  trunk  line  sewer  maintenance. 

At  the  request  of  a  group  of  citizens  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  investigate  problems  involved  in  a  mosquito  control  program. 

Of  major  interest  was  an  informational  meeting  arranged  by 
the  State  Highway  Department  concerning  a  by-pass  of  Durham. 
This  resulted  in  much  discussion  and  a  resolution  at  the  Town 
Meeting.  A  major  item  was  the  settlement  out  of  court  of  the 
suits  brought  against  the  Town  in  1956  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad;  Mr.  Frederick  Bickford,  the  Engineer;  and  Mr.  James 
Pike,  a  contractor.  These  suits  were  brought  because  of  a  grade 
crossing  accident  June  13,  1956  on  a  right  of  way  to  the  Town 
owned  Doe  property.  Upon  the  advice  of  Town  counsel  the 
firm  of  Devine,  Millinet  and  McDonough  of  Manchester  rep- 
resented the  Town.  The  case  was  settled  at  a  total  cost  of 
$10,500.00  plus  $542.42  for  legal  services  and  expenses.  Insurance 
carried  by  the  Town  took  care  of  $8,000.00  of  this  settlement. 
The  town  paid  the  balance. 

In  August  as  a  result  of  meetings  with  interested  citizens 
representing  different  groups  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Committee 
was  appointed.  Their  report  appears  on  another  page. 

The  sudden  death  of  Police  Chief  Benjamin  Thomas  on 
August  29,  1960  was  a  shock  to  town  officials  and  residents.  In 
Chief  Thomas  the  Town  lost  a  tireless  worker  for  the  safety  of 
the  town,  its  residents  and  its  visitors.  Officer  Ray  Burrows  was 
appointed  Acting  Chief  of  Police. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  costs  through  a  more  efficient  operation 
a  plan  for  the  purchase  of  a  "Leech  Packmaster"  mounted  on  a 
new  cab  over  engine  truck  was  proposed  to  the  budget  Committee. 
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This  will  enable  the  Town  crew  to  pick  up  refuse  and  residential 
garbage  in  an  efficient  manner.  This  plan  will  be  put  in  operation 
early  in  1961. 

The  Town  crew  under  the  able  direction  of  Supt.  Ernest 
Wiggin  has  given  excellent  service  to  the  Town.  In  addition  to 
routine  affairs  the  accomplishments  in  1960  include:  Improve- 
ment of  Canney  Road,  tarring  for  the  first  time  of  Burnham 
Ave.,  Canney  Road,  part  of  Riverview  Road,  and  improvement 
and  tarring  of  Landing  Road.  Sidewalk  construction  on  Mill 
Road  and  Madbury  Road.  Further  construction  on  new  Town 
Garages.  Three  stalls  are  completely  enclosed  and  a  heating 
unit  installed.  Three  more  stalls  are  under  construction. 

The  Water  Department  extended  the  6"  water  main  on  Land- 
ing Road  a  distance  of  372  feet  and  relocated  one  hydrant.  The 
original  two  inch  installation  on  Cowell  Drive  was  replaced 
from  Madbury  Road  intersection,  a  distance  of  1146  feet  with 
a  6"  main  and  a  hydrant  installed  near  the  end  of  the  installation 
on  Cowell  Drive.  Both  the  Water  Department  and  the  Sewer 
Department  are  in  need  of  more  adequate  maps  showing  exact 
location  of  the  various  regulatory  facilities.  This  project  will 
be  undertaken  promptly. 

A  severe  snow  storm  on  December  13,  1960  confirmed  the 
judgment  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  voters  in  the  snow  loader 
purchased  following  the  1960  Town  Meeting. 

The  Tax  Collector  is  to  be  congratulated  for  his  fine  accom- 
plishment in  the  Collections  on  the  1960  warrant.  On  December 
31  only  $759.99  in  unpaid  property  taxes  remained  on  the  list. 
This  is  the  most  complete  collection  of  a  warrant  as  of  December 
3 1  in  several  years. 

We  urge  you  to  read  the  reports  and  accounts  of  the  various 
town  officers  and  committees  thus  acquainting  yourself  with 
the  activities  and  services  in  the  Town. 

We  again  emphasize  that  the  Town  Officers  are  willing  and 
anxious  to  receive,  consider  and  respond  to  suggestions  of  you 
who  elect  us  to  office.  We,  who  are  in  office  are  charged  with 
duties  which  we  perform  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and  we  sin- 
cerely hope  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town.

The  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  have  allocated  up  to  $500  of 
income  from  the  Forrest  S.  Smith  Town  Improvement  Fund  for 
aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  Town  Landing  area. 

An  informal  park  is  being  developed  there  under  the  guidance 
of  a  Parks  Committee  on  which  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are 
represented. 

Some  private  civic  organizations  of  the  town  have  contributed 
to  this  project  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Trustees  that  the  small 
amount  available  from  town  trust  funds  will  be  augmented  by 
further  contributions  of  time,  money  and  interest  so  that  the 
park  will  become  a  community  project  in  which  many  can  share 
and  of  which  Durham's  citizens  can  be  proud.

The  Board  held  four  regular  meetings  and  two  special  meet- 
ings during  the  year. 

Final  approval  was  granted  to  Forrest  S.  Emery  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  lots  in  the  Riverview  Road  development  border- 
ing on  Piscataqua  Road. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  held  to  consider  proposals 
of  a  group  of  citizens  for  possible  routes  for  the  Durham  Bypass, 
the  Board  reaffirmed  its  stand  expressed  by  the  following  motion 
passed  on  Oct.  30,  1959.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  FIRE  COMMISSIONERS 
DURHAM-UNH  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  The  Durham-UNH  Fire 
Department  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  year  1960  can  be 
officially  recorded  as  a  year  with  small  fire  damage.  The  usual 
number  of  minor  blazes  were  extinguished  and  our  services  were 
called  on  frequently  for  precautionary  checking  on  the  basis  of 
suspicion  of  fire.  The  oxygen  resusicitation  unit,  which  is  in- 
stantly available  in  an  emergency  with  trained  personnel,  was 
called  on  twice.  All  this  amounts  to  101  demands  for  protective 
services  during  the  year  1960,  divided  about  equally  between  the 
University  and  the  Town. 

As  many  of  you  know,  your  Fire  Department  is  composed  of 
five  permanent  men,  two  of  whom  are  always  on  duty,  plus  thirty 
call  firemen.  These  call  men  meet  twice  monthly  for  drill  and 
training  and  are  the  backbone  of  our  Fire  Protection  Organiza- 
tion. The  remuneration  to  these  men,  $75.00  yearly,  is  merely 
a  token  payment  —  for  they  are  motivated  by  a  sense  of  civic 
pride  and  duty  that  goes  far  beyond  the  stipend  received.  With- 
out the  services  of  this  trained  and  always  available  cadre  of  men 
your  Fire  Department  would  be  hopelessly  inefficient. 

Like  all  Boards  of  Commissioners  we  are  interested  in  nothing 
but  the  best  for  our  Department  and  can  spend  most  effectively 
all  monies  made  available  to  us.  We  would  like  to  point  with 
pride  that,  while  maintaining  the  Fire  Department  at  its  always 
efficient  peak,  we  have  done  so  without  extreme  demands  on  the 
taxpayer. 
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It  is  our  continuing  wish  to  all  who  live  and  work  in  Durham 
that  they  practice  in  1961  the  same  fire  precautionary  methods 
that  go  so  far  in  keeping  our  fire  loss  at  its  present  low  figure.

4.  Don't  throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
or  from  moving  vehicles  —  make  sure  they  are  out  —  use 
your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and  save  your- 
self much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  beginning  of  1960  found  Chief  Benjamin  J.  Thomas  and 
Officer  Ray  Burrows  doing  their  utmost  to  carry  on  the  many 
duties  of  the  Police  Department.  With  Mrs.  Edmund  Dickerman 
patroling  at  the  school  crossings,  they  were  able  to  better  cover 
the  ever-increasing  traffic  that  for  some  time  has  been  a  problem. 
The  addition  of  a  third  man,  Officer  Edward  Graziano,  in  the 
spring,  made  it  possible  to  provide  more  adequate  nightly  cover- 
age. 

The  untimely  death  of  Chief  Thomas  the  latter  part  of  the 
summer  was  a  terrible  blow  to  all,  and  especially  to  those  work- 
ing with  him.  Constantly  interested  in  improving  the  Depart- 
ment, sincerely  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Durham  and  the 
safety  of  everyone,  he  was  respected  and  well-liked  by  all  who 
knew  him. 

The  Board  of  selectmen  appointed  Ray  Burrows  Acting 
Police  Chief,  and  Ronald  McGowen  as  a  police  officer. 

In  October,  Acting  Chief  Burrows  attended  the  first  New 
Hampshire  Police  Training  School  held  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  where  41  police  officers  throughout  the  state  received 
expert  training  and  schooling. 

The  cooperation  of  the  State  Police,  the  Motor  Vehicle  De- 
partment, and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  police  force 
has  been  sincerely  appreciated. 

A  complete  record  system  has  been  established  by  the  Police 
Department  which  provides  adequate  information  concerning 
all  phases  of  police  work  including  records  of  tickets  issued 
and  warnings,  as  well  as  details  pertaining  to  court  cases. 
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Early  in  1961  the  Durham  Police  Department  will  occupy 
permanent  headquarters  in  one  of  the  renovated  offices  of  the 
Town  Hall.  This  will  provide  a  much  needed  headquarters. 

Of  particular  concern  to  all  the  people  of  Durham,  as  well 
as  to  the  Police  Department,  has  been  the  lack  of  communication. 
It  is  planned  to  establish  a  telephone  answering  service  in  the 
new  headquarters  with  signal  lights  located  in  the  center  of 
town  as  well  as  at  headquarters,  which  will  immediately  advise 
the  officer  on  patrol  of  a  request  for  police  assistance.  As  soon 
as  details  relative  to  this  system  are  available,  they  will  be  pub- 
licized throughout  the  town. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  363  cases  brought  before 
the  Municipal  Court  in  1960,  360  convictions  were  handed 
down.  These  figures  include  work  done  by  both  town  policemen 
and  the  state  agencies  operating  in  this  area.

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DURHAM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Charlotte  Thompson  Room  in  the  University  Library  is 
at  times  a  quiet  place.  At  other  times  it  is  bursting  with  activity, 
and  these  times  usually  occur  when  the  Loan  Desk  and  reference 
librarians  are  at  their  busiest  with  University  borrowers.  Fortu- 
nately for  both  children  and  staff,  the  PTA  Library  Committee 
organized  in  1959  continues  its  active  help.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  Richard  D.  Hull,  the  chairman,  PTA  mothers  are  help- 
ing the  smaller  children,  during  some  hours  of  the  afternoon, 
to  find  the  books  they  want.  (On  occasion,  too,  the  mothers  are 
finding  out  why  librarians  go  home  tired  at  the  end  of  a. day's 
work.)  An  additional  opportunity  for  the  children  was  offered 
during  December,  when  Saturday  morning  readings  were  given. 
These  children's  hours  were  well  attended  and  thoroughly  en- 
joyed. They  will  be  continued  in  1961.  This  is  the  kind  of  service 
that  could  be  given  only  with  well-organized  outside  help;  the 
library  staff  has  no  time  even  to  supervise  such  voluntary  activ- 
ities. Durham  should  be  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hull  and  her  active 
committee,  as  are  the  librarians. 

Even  a  well-manned  children's  room  cannot  give  satisfaction 
with  an  inadequate  book  supply.  Durham  has  been  supporting  its 
library  by  apportioning  to  it  $500.00  a  year.  In  1960  the  Library 
was  thus  able  to  buy  194  books  for  the  children's  room.  During 
the  year  110  books  were  worn  out.  The  net  gain  of  84  brought 
the  Durham  Public  Library's  books  to  a  total  at  the  end  of  the 
year  of  5,700  books.  Durham  has  ha^d  full  use,  at  the  same  time, 
of  the  University's  library,  which  now  numbers  288,149  books. 

During  the  fall,  parents  trying  to  instill  into  their  children 
both  a  love  of  books  and  the  library  habit  began  to  complain 
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that  there  were  no  books  on  the  shelves  for  the  children  to  enjoy. 
All  the  books  were  at  the  school!  For  the  first  time  in  years,  as 
a  result,  it  was  necessary  to  withdraw  from  the  teachers  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  large  collections  of  books  for  an  indefinite 
period.  Agreement  was  reached  that  any  books  borrowed  be  for 
the  regular  one-month  period,  with  prompt  return  at  the  end  of 
two  weeks  if  a  request  for  a  particular  title  was  made  at  the  Loan 
Desk.  Agreement  was  also  reached  that  teachers  would  take  out 
the  minimum  number  of  books  needed  for  a  class. 

This  lack  of  sufficient  books  for  all  town  needs  threw  into 
sharp  focus  the  town-school-district  library  problem.  This  prob- 
lem is  far  from  solved:  it  may  be  necessary  in  1961  to  further 
restrict  the  use  of  books  for  school  purposes.  Encouraging  read- 
ing habits  and  enjoyment  of  good  books  from  the  library  is  the 
primary  function  of  the  Charlotte  Thompson  Room.  Cordial 
cooperation  with  the  schools  will  continue,  within  the  limits  im- 
posed by  those  functions. 

In  November  Mr.  Pritchard,  reference  librarian,  talked  to 
four  sections  of  the  Junior  High  School,  at  the  school,  on  use  of 
the  library.  He  illustrated  the  talk  with  slides.  This  arrangement 
was  a  saving  of  time  for  both  students  and  librarian,  since  the 
students  did  not  have  to  make  the  trip  to  the  library  and  the 
librarian  could  handle  four  sections  in  one  talk.

All  checking  accounts  and  savings  accounts  were  verified  and 
reconciled  to  bank  statements  or  savings  pass  books.  The  bonds 
listed  in  the  report  of  Trust  Funds  were  examined  and  proved  to 
the  Statement  of  Trust  Funds.  The  total  amount  of  bonded  in- 
debtedness was  verified  by  examination  of  the  records  of  the 
Strafford  National  Bank. 

The  record  of  uncollected  taxes  was  verified  with  the  books  of 
the  Tax  Collector.  Uncollected  taxes  were  confirmed  by  written 
contact  with  the  debtors. 

Uncollected  Poll  and  Head  Taxes  were  not  confirmed  due  to 
the  impracticability  of  contacting  the  number  of  individuals  in- 
volved and  since  it  is  normal  for  payments  of  these  taxes  to  ex- 
tend beyond  December  31st,  up  to  the  deadline  for  the  following 
year's  automobile  registrations. 

A  supplemental  letter  regarding  administrative  procedures 
which  the  Auditors  feel  should  be  corrected  has  been  sent  to  the 
Selectmen  and  is  on  file  at  the  Town  Office. 

In  our  opinion,  and  subject  to  the  above  comments,  the  finan- 
cial reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report  for  1960  represents  a 
true  record  of  the  financial  status  of  the  Town  of  Durham  as  of 
December  31,  1960.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DURHAM  PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

FACILITIES  COMMITTEE 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  the  Selectmen 
were  asked  to  create  the  Durham  Parks  and  Recreation  Facili- 
ties committee.  The  function  to  be  to  coordinate  activities  for 
the  improvement  and  beautification  of  community  land  and 
recreation  facilities.  Members  were  to  be  representatives  of  the 
Selectmen,  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  the  Planning  Board, 
the  Woman's  Club  and  the  Men's  Club.  A  landscape  consultant 
was  later  added.  Other  groups  may  be  represented  if  they  desire. 

Alter  the  announcement  and  first  meeting  on  September  26, 
1960,  the  interest  and  suggested  projects  for  the  town  have  been 
gratefully  received  and  recorded. 

The  Durham  Falls  Landing  area  was  taken  as  the  first  proj- 
ect since  considerable  planning  and  work  in  that  area  had  been 
initiated  by  the  Civics  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Club.  With 
funds  granted  from  the  Forrest  Smith  trust  the  Olde  English 
Greenhouse  of  Newmarket  was  asked  to  do  the  landscape  work. 
Spring  flowering  bulbs  and  deciduous  shrubs  have  been  planted. 
Two  gifts  were  accepted.  The  University  of  New  Hampshire 
Forestry  Department  presented  a  balsam  fir  tree,  to  be  a  living 
Christmas  tree  and  from  the  Garden  Club  of  Durham  a  Norway 
spruce  to  be  planted  in  the  spring.  These  gifts  as  well  as  future 
gifts  will  be  identified  with  suitable  markers  on  the  site. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  and  exploration  has  been  given  to 
the  development  of  town  owned  land  that  may  be  suitable  for 
development  as  recreational  areas,  bird  sanctuary  and  areas  of 
historical  interest. 

A  petition  by  concerned  residents  to  obtain  and  restore  the 
Smith  Chapel  was  referred  by  the  Selectmen  to  this  committee. 
To  determine  the  ownership  and  extent  of  possible  restoration 
takes  time.  The  committee  should  have  this  information  soon. 
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It  is  hoped  that  individuals  and  organizations  will  cooperate 
with  the  efforts  of  this  committee  to  make  Durham  a  town  of 
which  we  may  be  more  proud.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  FOR  DURHAM  IN  1960 

The  progress  of  Civil  Defense  in  Durham  during  1960  was 
steady  but  not  outstanding. 

On  the  positive  side  of  the  ledger,  the  National  Test  Alert  of 
May  3,  1960  was  handled  much  more  smoothly  than  in  previous 
years.  The  Warden-Police  Unit  maintained  the  emergency  traffic 
pattern  with  excellent  cooperation  from  townspeople,  students 
and  out-of-town  drivers.  This  reflected  the  experience  gained  in 
previous  years  and  the  training  that  many  of  them  had  received  in 
the  Special  Police  School  set  up  by  Chief  Benjamin  Thomas 
and  taught  by  the  State  Police  of  New  Hampshire.  The  RADEF 
Unit,  representatives  of  the  Fire  and  Warden-Police  Units  and 
Mrs.  Viola  Ailing  made  a  simulated  evacuation  to  Rochester, 
N.  H.  in  a  well-marked  seven  car  caravan.  This  was  done  to 
test  the  readiness  of  Rochester  in  time  of  actual  evacuation.  A 
special  project  was  given  by  the  State  Headquarters  to  our 
RADEF  and  Warden-Police  Units.  We  received  orders  to  set 
up  road  blocks,  intercept  a  car  carrying  radioactive  materials, 
monitor  the  same  and  report  to  Concord.  The  units  were  mobil- 
ized and  road  blocks  set  up  with  the  aid  of  the  state  police  and 
local  regular  police.  The  car  was  intercepted,  the  radioactive 
source  found  to  be  properly  shielded  and  the  driver  had  the 
necessary  permission  to  transport  such  materials.  After  reporting 
to  Concord  and  receiving  a  release  for  the  vehicle,  he  was  per- 
mitted to  procede.  The  University  cooperation  in  the  1960 
alert  was  greatly  improved  over  previous  years.  Less  than 
twenty  students  were  discovered  outside  buildings  during  the 
take-cover  period.  These  went  inside  quickly  when  they  were 
asked  to  do  so.  Dean  Robb  Gardiner  and  the  University  Civil 
Defense  committee  have  done  well  in  their  informational  pro- 
gram and  the  posting  of  Civil  Defense  instructions  in  the  Univer- 
sity buildings. 

As  a  result  of  the  1960  Test  Alert  two  projects  were  advanced 
to  the  proper  authorities.  First,  it  was  suggested  to  the  Selectmen 
that  Warden-Policemen  with  the  interest,  training  and  time  be 
used  to  supplement  the  regular  police  force  upon  occasion.  This 
would  mean  the  revision  of  and  addition  to  the  Special  Police

Roster.  In  the  opinion  of  Civil  Defense  personnel  this  would 
result  in  better  police  protection,  a  better  trained  core  of  reserve 
policemen  in  case  of  natural  emergency,  and  a  better  morale  of 
the  Warden-Police  Unit  who  then  might  feel  that  the  training 
time  which  they  had  put  in  might  be  for  civic  betterment  during 
peacetime  need.  Second,  the  Communications  unit  was  hampered, 
as  it  would  be  in  an  actual  emergency,  by  the  lack  of  direct 
communication  with  the  Police,  Regular  and  Warden-Police,  in 
the  field.  Mobile  units  would  greatly  simplify  the  communications 
between  units  on  either  side  of  a  fire  or  other  natural  disaster. 
Such  mobile  communications  would  also  assist  the  police  in 
regular  duty.  Mr.  George  Urlwin,  Chief  of  the  Communications 
Unit  and  Mr.  Tony  Smith  of  this  unit  have  worked  on  this 
problem  and  consulted  the  State  Police.  Their  recommendations 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

A  third  result  of  the  1960  Test  Alert  was  that  we  found  that 
there  was  a  general  lack  of  readiness  in  Rochester  to  receive 
evacuees.  A  report  on  this  has  been  filed  with  the  proper  au- 
thorities. 

This  fall  Mrs.  Viola  Ailing  conducted  another  class  in  Radio- 
logical monitoring  which  served  to  qualify  several  new  people 
and  to  refresh  the  knowledge  of  present  team  members.  Mrs. 
Ailing  has  been  working  directly  with  the  State  Headquarters 
to  help  solve  many  of  our  problems  in  the  Radiological  field. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  members  of  the  Civil  Defense 
staff  in  Durham  have  not  always  had  the  time  to  devote  to  this 
work  which  is  paramount  in  their  interest.  The  assistance  of  new 
personnel  would  lighten  the  load  for  all  concerned.
